Bat It now appears that the esp«rt- 
ment has boen by no means aatlafac- 
tory. A very Interesting statement on 
lijis subject has rBcently been mad-.' 
by Captain Talboys, who haa had wide 
experience of pearling on the Austra- 
lian ooast He eaye mnphatically 
that whlto tfvera are an tepoesibllity. 

Ma had hoped that the white man 
would have proved a successful diver, 
but he says (hat, after a very IniLMiy 
experiment, the idea bad bieii aban- 
doned.

PUAiAIIT AOPmO II TO TAIU 

Ohra One of the Very aest of the 
Vsgotablea That May ae 

Made into ■ Salad. 

There nevt>r was a time when so 
many vogetables and fruits of other 
tetltiides are lading their way to onr 
marketo improvod MMportatloa fa> 
rlllt4ea and Increaead daoMad far aew 
foods ha^ brought the faoda of other 
tahfmi withlii the reach of our own. 

Okra was once considered solely a 
southern product limited to creole nnd 
Liouislana sonea. But now we see the 
green, attraettve pods la many laar- 
keta, aeliiag at fTO eoata for two or 
three, aad ofeaapor ta large tnaatl- 
tlea. 

A northern woman was pleasantly 
«urprl«ed to find that oVra would 
grow In our latitudes, and she was 
delighted with the tall hollybock-IIke 
plant with iarfi eraam flowera, and 
foimd that aha aottM van the poda in 
■any wfya. 

V^r a salad she took the very small 
green pods, boiled them until tender, 
chilled tbem and served on lettuce 
with Knioch dresBlHg. She ndded 
them to soup in the proportion of two 
cups of oKra to tDur quarts of water, 
using mea| and onion, aalt and pa^ 
per. and aooMtlaiea tonatoea. 

The famous "ehleken gnmbo" la 
made with n frlrassed chicken, to 
whicli is ; lo (ikm sliced cross- 

wine, tomai.M .-,, .slices of ham, thyme, 
parf^ley, with a rich gravy. 

Okra oombinea particularly well 
with rice and tomatoea, and a de- 
Meloas dish can be made by adding 
Btewed okra and tomatoea to boAad 
rlcn. and eiiher serving at onoe or 
baklTic In a deep (tlih. 

The cTenle cooks say tliat okra 
should never be cooked In any cop- 
per, brass or Iron vessel, as the metal 
wiU be absorbed and the poda be- 
eone dlscolorad. Uao only agate or 
porcelain. 

While okra does not contain any 
particular food element In finantlfy. it 
has the peculiar mus<lla>;lnou8 qual- 
ity given to only n fi w plants, and Is 
therefore at Its best 'n soups and 
sauces which have a meat flavor. It 
Is alao cooling, and so can be claaaed 
aa an addition to oar table aalada.— 
Phlladalphia Record. 



Balked Ham. 
Cover your ham with cold water and 
let it simmer gently, Just long enough 
to looaea the akin so that it can be 
pnUed off; thla wfll probably reqnire 
from two to three honra, according to 
the size of the ham. When skinned 
place In a dripping pan In the oven, 
pour over it a cupful of vinegar and 
one of hot water, in which dia.solve a 
teaspoonful of English mustard. Uake 
slowly, basting with the liquid every 
few mlnntea for two hoora. Then cover 
the ham all over to the depth of one 
Inch with coarse brown angar and do 
not baste again until the sugar has 
formed a thick crust, which It will 
soon do In a slow oven Let it remain 
in a full hour after covering with 
sugar UBtil It becomes a rich golden 
brown. When done drain from the 
liqnor in the pan aad pot on a dish to 
cooL When eool, but not cold, press 
by turning a flat dish on top. The 
preaalng makes It cut firmly.

sage that haa been seasoned and fried, 
chopped boiled eggs, fine chopped 
onion and a bit of a clove or garlic If 
liked. Stuff the pepper with the mix- 
ture^ eloae the end with bread, dip 
in batter made of the yolk of egg and 
floar aad fry in a deep paa la which 
the lard la sixsling hot Remove with 
a colander spoon, place on a napkin 
to drain off Bupcrfluuus grease, and 
serve on a hot plate. 

Huovos Rancheroa (Country Eggs). 
— Break six fresh Aggs In a deep 
dlah. Beat into tkm alz auuOl chop- 
ped ealoaa, two voppad greea pep* 
pen, two r^pt t*Mtoaa that kave 
bean skinned and 'ground to a pulp 
lu a mortar. Have a deep pan with 
hot lard, fry until done and serve In 
hot dish. 

Frljolaa (Beaaa).— Tbia is a deU- 
eiooa rartatlaa of the araal tasteleaa 
beaa. Soak tbe beaaa over al^t. or 
rf eanaed boll them aattt eaally 

mashed with a pestle. Chop two 
white onions and boll with the beana. 
When the beans can be maahed be- 
tween the lingers remove from the 
Are, strain off the liquor, seaaon with 
a pinch of cayenne pepper, black pep- 
per aad aalt to taata^ naah until they 
are of the eonalate ae y of dongh, moid 
In form of ehleken eroqnettaa and fry 
in a small quantity of hot lard, brown- 
ing the croquettes on all sides. Mexi- 
cans serve beans as the last course 
before dessert and at luncheon and 
dinner, be the dinner never so formal. 

Bopa de Arros (Creole Rice). — 
Ctoaa aad waah half a eap of rice; 
plaee in a shallow dish and let It thor- 
oughly dry in the sun. Have ready 
a Boston bean pot In which two table- 
8i>oonfuls of lard Is boiling. Stir in 
the rict! and let it fry gently until 
the lard is absorbed. Mash two ripe 
tomatoes with a pestle, reaortag the 
sklna Pour lato the rtoe a eop aad a 
half of bolllag water, atlr la the toaur 
toes, add salt; let the mixture boil 
a short time, stirring occasionally; 
place at the l>ack of thi> stove and 
let it steam done, taking care not to 
touch the rice. Bach grain will be 
thoroughly cooked and will be aepa- 
rate. To be eaten at Ivaeheon or din- 
ner, with a irtad egg aerrad oa each 
plate. 

Enchiladas (Sandwiches).— Halve a 
\'ii nna roll, place on it a lettuce leaf, 
and usi' tlie followhiK inl.xture as till- 
ing: Sausage meat fried and stirred 
until tbe meat does not cling to- 
gether; chopped red tomato, chopped 
boUed egg, chopped graea peppers, 
grated cheese, a pinch of cayenne pep- 
per, salt to taste. Mix thoroughly 
and fill tach lettuce leaf.
